All this very pusaling, very mysterious. ‘The 
Universo to which we belong is greater than the 
pphysieal universe ; it utilizes and dominates it 
Shall we say that we share the disabilities of 
matter, that our existence ix limited to the in. 
strument which we employ ; oF may. We eur 
aise that like the Ether, we havea more per. 
manent and perfect existence, not liable to deuth 
and dovay 7 It i a question to which an atewer 
imay in due time be fortheoming. 

Meanwhile, I have not answered the quest 
which T asked a little time ago: How do 
consciously, through our muscles, act upon 
iatter 1 ‘The first answer is by contact ; we 
touch @ body and wo move it, But consider 
what we have learnt, What do we mean hy 
contact! Atoma of matter are never in cot: 
tact; when two picors of mattor come within, 
close range of each other, there are forces of 
repulsion between them which prevent contact ; 
fan elcetron cannot touch another electro 
they repel each other too vielendly for that, 
Whether an electron ean ever touch @ proton, 
te do not know; but if it did, something, 
extraoninary would happen; there would be & 


flesh of radiation and the tno partic 
appear. 

‘That ie not whot happens when we move a 
body. The fact is, we touch It only through the 
Ether, just ag a magnet attracts abit of iron 
‘through the Ether, or an electric charge repels 
another through the Kther.

Somehove or other, we have constricted bodies 
which represent one persovality, and with them 
vee can move about, take vibrations, alter the 
configuration of the world in which we live, 
land represent to others our ideas, 

It is a very indirect anid singular procoes ; 
there may be other and more direct methorle of 
mental communion. Soino people tite there 
are, and call it Telepathy ; uthers think we 
‘om only act through ant by moans of matter. 
Somehow of other, one minil ean net on another 5 
bout the ordinary methorl by whieh it doos 20 is 
extremely roundabout. In some mysterions 
way, it Hiberates energy from the brain-cell, 
which then travels along a nerve, stimulates 
‘¢ muscle to contract, and then either tho. hand 
‘writes, oF the Taryn vibrates or the Raigers 
press a telegeaph ley. The result is that either 
fn nerial oF an ethotial disturbince ia vet up, 
which travels (o.adistance, is there received hy'a 
suitable instrument (asually either an ear or at 
eye), appropriate nerves are stimulated, and the 
stimulus reaches rain cell.

A World Wireless Language. 


Will It Be English? By R. de Poynton. 


ANT ins pide inthe history of the world 
the need for sone form of international 
language has manifested itself. When, for 
‘axample, Western merchants began to trade in 
he Near East, a kind of hybrid Ttatian, known 
as the Lingua-Franca, was ted by both buyers 
‘and sellers. By learning it, a trader could 
feware that he would understand and would be 
tuoderstood iu all the countries lying around the 
Eastern end of the Mediterranean Sea. 

At an earlier date, owing to the conquests 
of the Romans, Latin became the language 
‘which was understood almost overywhere in 
the then known world, Bt spoken Latin soon 
began {0 produce a multitude of dialects x0 
Jifferent fron each other that a man who knew 
‘avo contd understand nothing of another when 
he heart it spoken. French, Spanich, Italian, 
‘and Rumanian, in their present-day form, are 
sll nothing but Latin dialects, 


When Latin Was In Vogu 

Written Latia remained the world lang 
amongst educated people until. quite recent 
‘Unies. When books were expensive, and those 
tuhle to read them few in mumber, the only 
an author to make sure of a reasonable 
elation was to write in Latin, for then his 
ka could be read by scholars in all civilized, 
countries, 

“To-day, we have no world language, though 
obably the need for one is greater than at an 
Hine in history. A hundred years azo, when 
conmunientions were slow, there was no reason 
‘shy-an Englishman shoukl not have written in 
Knglish to © Portoguese. It needed a great 
deal of time for the letter to reach its destion- 
tio, and if took the reaipient a day or two to 
have it translated, it did not matter in the 
Toast. Tn the sane way, his ply could have been 
written: in Portnguese nd translated at leisure 
‘on its arrival in thia country. Now that. we 
have discovered in wirelois a means of sending 
virgent messages over vast distances in a tiny 
fraction of a second, it ie more than ever neces 
suy that there should be 60

and tay receive a reply wt once, 


To 
the ease. of a ship at sow that requites 
Liely of some kind. By aneans of the inter 
ational code already in use, ake ix able. to
